"There are some aspects of Sir Michael Wicks. 
Beach’s political career that leave room for 
criticism; but there can be no possible differen- 
ce of opinion about the splendid service he has 
rendered his countrymen by his repeated 
wartningsagainst excessiv; nationalexpenditare. |. 
In season and out of season, in prosperity and 
in bad years, he has constantly urged upon 
Great Britain the necessity foreconomy. Hewns 
in office when the national revenue touched a 
hundred millions ‘fur the: first-time ; and he 

“urged then that the nation nfust not expect to 
— be always so prosperous, Last March he’ had 
to announce that the revenue amounted to 143 
millions; and he deprecated the fact. that a5 
the revenue grew, the normal expenditure more 
than kept pace with it, [t¢ would appenr that in 

* his Bristol speech on Monday nicht, Sir 
Michacl* dealt mainly with the tendency 
towards extravagant outlay upon the National 
defences, Rut thera are other .aspects of 
Beitish finance ‘which occasion some alarm, 
The camparative case with which the cost of the 

- South Africin’ War has been met hag, it is to 
‘be ferred, encouraged the belief that the wealth 
of the country is equal to any strain that can 
be placed upon it. People are apt to forget that 
the call upon’ the British resoug@es was 
made in prosperity years; and ‘that after 

\ all, the cost of the war represents nothing like 
the outlay that a conflict with a league of Con- 
-tinental Pawers would involve. Yet the war 
has cost £228,000,000 ; it has wiped out a large 
part of the economies of forty years; and it 
leaves Great Britain with a National Debt of 
768,000,000 being only’ 69 millions less than 
“the figure at which it stood at the close of the 
Crimea War, But the gravest feature of public 
finance in Great Britain is not, in our belief, 
the National expenditure, but the almost frantic 
growth in expenditure by local bodies, The 
local debt-af th: United Kingdom is now over 
330,000,030 ; and this burden -be it observed is 
very largely of recent creation. More than one- 
fifth of it has been incurred within the last three 
or four years; and the eagerness with which 
local authorities are piling up liabilities, and 


leaving them to their descendants to discharge, |— 
constitutes a national danger which js all the 
greater because it passes almost unperceived. 
Local bodies are encouraged in their ‘extra- 
vagance by Imperial grants-in-aid, which ought 
tobe more sparingly bestowed ; and they too 
often disguise their wastefulness under the 
spacious name of “ reprod:ctive expenditure.” 
These are questions too large to be entered 
‘upon in detail in a brief article pbut it should 
never be forgotten that it was reckless expendi- | , 
‘ture upon public works which sowed the seeds 
- of decay in Imperial Pome, To these and 
similar tendencies, , the warning voice of Sir 
Michael Hicks- Beach ought to’ serve as a 
restraining influence.

he has given, as usual, a new uniform. The. 
question, of the military defences of Great 
Britain will never be Satisfactorily solved, even 
by. a heaven-sent Secretary for war, until the 
nation accepts the principle of a modified form 
of compulsory service,‘ backed by’ a standing 
Avmy of moderate size in which the highly: 
trained b. vanches preponderate. . : 


It was inevitable, we suppose,’ that Sir 
Michael should include in his speech the now 
customary exhortation to that much: abused in- 
dividual, the British Officer. It is perhaps 
hardly necessary for us to follow further a path , 
that is “becoming a little too welletrodden. 
Instead, we prefer to touch, in passing, upon 
anaspect of the question too often overlooked. 
If the Agmy is to attract the best brains in the 
country, a more adequaté inducement ‘must ba~ 
offered to the young men of the coming era. 
Men of independent means, who enter’ the 
Army because they are willing to doa moderate 
amount of work, but‘not too much, will not give 
the exclusive devotion that Sir Michaeldemands, 
unless they ave genuinely enthusiastic about 
soldiering, Penniless men of brains, on the: 
other hand, are not willing to enter the Army~ 
unless they have an overwhelming keen 
desire for, or an hereditary bias towards, a | 
military life. The Army, offers few great 
prizes while it furnishes many risks and much 
irksome restraint; but the great drawback it 
presents to men who feel that they have the 
.power to succeed is that it does not offer a 
sufficiently goot income until theyare well in into | 
middle age. In other professions men have a 
chance of oblamning-substantial incomes while 
they are still young ; but in the Army an officer 
knows that if he is penniless he Will have to 
exist for years ina condition. not far removed 
from poverty asit is understood mm the class to 
which he belongs, “A large increase of pay in 
the junior commissioned ranks is, of course, 
impossible ; but until better pay is given in the’ 
first stages of a military career, many men who 
“might make fine soldiers will.be keptout ofthe |" 
Army. Waris becoming more and more an 
affair for highlystrained specialists : and highly 
trained specialisis without Private means are 
notto be attracted by the promise of'a remote’ 
pension, preceded by a prolonged pened of 
impecuniosity, _ - 

Sir Michael's suggestion that, so far‘as the 
Navy Estimates are concerned, increased ex- 
penditure on shipbuilding next year, will be. 
unnecessary, will doubtless receive approval in 
many quarters, When the vote for shipbuild- 
ing and ordnance alone has reached £ 18,502,000, 
it is perhaps time to say that a limit should be 
drawn ; but itis not possible to acquiesce in 
his view without very considerable qualifi-. 
cations. The nation has never grudged 
what it ‘has found for new ships; and 
we think that more insistent than the need 
economy in shipbuilding, is the need for

Ifthe plan is carvied thraugh it will be as a 
result’ of congressional aciion during the 
present session of the Mexican Congress, 
and the United States will be called upon to 
furnish the gold needed for. carrying the 
plan into execution. ‘The Chuyai Shogya, 
which is the organ of the Japan business 
section of the community, deals with the 
question of the depreciation in the value of 
silver and, while alluding to the fact that a 
Reuter telegram: asctibes the great fall in 
the white metal to the appointment: of a 
Committee to inquire into the advisability 
of- establishing a gold currency for the 
Straits Setlements and the I‘ederated 
Malay States, points out that, on the 
other hand, the Japanese Consul at 
London: finds the cause of the fall in 
attempts to adopt the gald standard by the 
Government of Mexico as well as by the 
Government of the Straits Settlements and 
the Federated Malay States. The journal 
then procceds:—If it is the Straits Go- 
yernment alone which intends to reform 
ils currency as allegéd by Reuter, the out- 
look for silver may yet worse. But if Mexico 
has a similar intention, as stated by the 
Japanese Consul at London, the outlook for 
the white metal may be regarded as very 
serious. Mexico is a great silver country 
and annually strikes about 25 million 
dollars of silver coins. ‘The adoption of 
gold currency by that country would mean 
not only a yearly decrease in the demand for 
silver by so much, but also the demonetiza- 
tion and consequent outflow froni Mexico of 
a great amount of silver coins now in 
circulation, Speaking generally, the silver- 
using countries of the world have in the last 
couple pf years or so, greatly diminished in 
their silver demand, France and Russia 
have for instance, abolished the silver 
reserve. in their’ central banks and ceased 


‘| to accept: silver in payment of taxes, with 


the view of avviding losses arising from 
fluctuations in silver. In the case of China 
the demand for silver has not only decreased] « 
owing to the depréssion ‘in its home trade, 
but an amount ‘of silver is being sent abroad 


by it as the result of the recent ‘augmenta- 


‘tion of its foreign debt. - Moreover, Hindoos 
are apparently beginning to appreciate the 
value of gold and to covet the yellow metal 
in preference to the white.” Referring to the
